TIMBER FOR CASH CROFTING 
What trees should farmers plant 
to produce annual cash crops from 
farm woodlots? 
This question may somewhat as- j 
tomsh readers who do not realize | 
that timber can be and is a m a r - ! 
ketable cash crop just as corn, 
wheat, other cereals and vegeta­ 
bles are grown for sale. Of course, j 
there must be careful planning in 
timber 
growing, 
but 
once 
the 
woodlot is brought into vigorous 
production, a sizable flow of annu­ 
al revenue may be expected for 
many years, in fact, as long as 
sound methods of replacement and 
management are practiced. 
One of the first trees to attain 
salable size is the black loci >«,. 
Here is a timber in wide demand 
for posts, mine props and other 
roles 
roles 
requiring 
a 
durable 
wood The supply does not nearly 
meet demands. Those who doubt 
this statement m ay verify it by j 
trying to purchase high grade lo­ 
cust posts from local timber sup­ 
ply dealers 
After a black locust 
plantation is started, seedling vol­ 
unteers and sprouts from cut trees 
furnish an ample number of young 
trees for expansion. 
Black walnut trees remain the 
most valuable of native timbers 
Supplies are so scarce that fur­ 
niture 
manufacturers 
scour 
the 
country for individual specimens. 
In addition 
to 
growing 
into 
in­ 
creased timber value each year 
black walnut trees soon begin to 
produce 
annual 
crops 
of 
nuts 
which often prove more profitable 
than the potential timber value 
Few trees so solidly enhance the 
farm 's 
worth 
as 
black 
walnut. 
Idle fence rows and other unused 
nooks may be wisely utilized for 
growing thL tree. 
All that is claimed for black 
walnut is as truthfully advanced 
In 
the 
interest 
of shagbark 
or 
ahellbark 
hickory trees 
Here is 
an indispensable timber that coin 
bines with valuable nuts to fill a 
profitable niche 
in farm timber 
plans. Both black walnut and the 
hickories may be started by plant­ 
ing nuts rn late fall. 
The persimmon is often over- 
looted in terms of timber merit. 
Yet persimmon tvood ranks near 
the top for making many articles 
requiring 
a 
close-grained 
wood. 
Trees are easy to start from fall 
planted teens. 
Dogwood timber fills almost the 
same roles in which persimmon 
wood serves The supply is far in­ 
adequate to meet demands 
In all plans for farm-grown u m ­ 
ber to produce annual revenue it 
ta urgent to conaider the vast op- 
,, 
portunities for growing pulp wood 
Our dependence on imported wood 
pulp seriously imperils our liber- 
lies. Americans may well look with 
alarm at the possibility that in 
times of war the federal govern­ 
ment may quickly and easily con­ 
trol the press simply through its 
power 
to 
limit 
importations 
of 
wood pulp 
The solution lies in 
profitable opportunities for grow­ 
e r all the pulpwood we now im­ 
port. 
Timber 
for 
this 
purpose 
reaches marketable size early. 
In all cases where Umber grow­ 
ing rn considered in a practical 
■cope tne first step in woodlot im­ 
provement 
is 
to 
cease 
grazing 
timbered 
areas 
Animals 
obtain 
little or no sustenance from this 
erroneous 
practice 
while 
they 
cause irreparable damage Not on­ 
ly are young replacement trees de­ 
stroyed by trampling, but the nat­ 
ural 
leaf 
mulch 
which 
Umber 
trees require is gradually removed 
and eventually dead 
crowns 
ap­ 
pear in older trees to indicate the 
folly and dangei of the process. 
Timber growing 
and grazing do 
not and never can be combined.

PRE-WINTER

Strawberry 
g r o w e r s 
should 
watch the thermometer more than 
the calendar in late November to 
determine when to apply a protec­ 
tive winter 
mulch. 
The 
rule is 
simple but important. A tem pera­ 
ture of 20 degrees F or a little 
lower is needed first to render the 
crown buds dormant. But at the 
same time. the mulch should be 
applied before a 15-degree temper­ 
ature is leached, else the buds may 
be destroyed. And on this point it 
is necessary to remem ber that 
next spring’s berries form from 
this fall’s crow’n buds. In normal 
season.* mulching should be done 
in late November or early Decem­ 
ber. 
Sodden, 
heavy 
mulches 
may 
cause more harm than no mulch­ 
ing at all. Light, 
airy straw or 
m arsh hay is excellent. Orowerr 
.should consider the ideal method 
of growing a small acreage of an­ 
nual 
Sudan grass, 
seeded lroin 
late Mate to early July. Early cut­ 
tings of hay may be utilized for 
summer mulching, wuth the last 
cutting before frost arrives stacked 
for winter mulching. 
When the time comes to remove 
the mulch in the spring, it may 
0 
raked into the aisles and some

added 
later to 
form a summer mulch. With re­ 
current droughts likely to curb 
strawberry yields, summer mulcti­ 
n g is more and more advisable. 
Besides conserving soil moisture, 
n summer mulch eliminates the 
work of cultivation, attracts feeder 
roots into the richer top soils, and 
protects berries from contamina­ 
tion with sol. As the older mulch 
decays it increases the soil's vital 
supply of organic matter. 
The quite sudden advent of quick- 
freezing as a method of food stor­ 
age 
finds American farms witn 
strawberry acreage far below con- 
fum er demands. Few other fruits 
i«*nd themselves so easily to freez­ 
ing as do strawberries. G a rd e n e r 
slid 
farmers 
should 
now 
plan 
spring plantings to gain adv image 
of the market requirements exist­ 
ing now and those additional de­ 
mands certain to develop in the 
next few years. 
Among several fact* worth con­ 
sideration in 
planning strawier- 
berries, either for expansion or a 
start, emphasis should be placed 
on natural soil fertility rather than 
on reliance on commercial fertili­ 
zers in the future. There is no sub­ 
stitute for a well drained, deeply 
mellow loam for this fruit, amply 
balanced with moisture-holding or­ 
ganic m at’er 
Many problems re­ 
lated to this crop are thus solved 
by the excellent process of pre­ 
vention. 
B*-gmners are ofteu enticed bv 
beautiful pictures in nursery cata­ 
logues 
to select 
a 
variety not 
fulh 
adapted to their particular 
region or to their soil and climate 
One of the most accurate guides 
in safe varietal selection is to 
plant a variety that is already 
bearing satifactorily in the im­ 
mediate vicinity. Untried varieties 
■ should, of course, be tested but 
always on a small scale at first. 
For the benefit of beginners it 
may be added that nursery plants 
should be ordered in early J ami 
ary for 
March I 
delivery, witn 
planting 
scheduled 
as 
early 
in 
1 March as soil and weather condi­ 
tions permit. If fall weather is 
favorable, a heavy application of 
livestock manure should be turned 
under and the loose soil blanketed 
with vegetation — leaves, straw or 
other litter, to prevent over-win­ 
ter losses by splashing erosion.

Then after the meat is in place 
this temperature level should be 
maintained until the fat surfaces 
begin to shine.

Ventila­ 
tors should be opened at once to 
carry away the excess moisture.

course, green hardwood produces 
the maximum of smoke with a

Danger In Stlckage 
Something to beware in slippery 
weather is a fairly sim ple thing 
that has occasionally trapped the 
. unwary 
driver. 
I refer 
to 
the 
throttle and its control m echanism 
from the accelerator pedal. If this 
sticks in the open position the en­ 
gine will race and the car m ay 
be thrown into a skid or driven 
ahead sharply against the driver’* 
will. 
Where a car has a clutch pedal 
the first reaction is to press the 
pedal down and release the motor 
so that It cannot exert this un­ 
wanted power to the rear wheels. 
In one case where the car was 
equipped with an autom atic tran s­ 
mission the driver lost just enough 
time rem em bering there was no 
clutch pedal to release that the car 
went Into a bad skid. In view of 
the

these days it is sm art to rem em ­ 
ber that the driver with the auto­ 
m atic 
transm ission 
might 
have 
saved himself the skid if he had 
just quickly turned the ignition 
key to the off position. 
So They're More Simple 
Anyone who doesn’t think that 
the modern automobile is more 
complicated than the earlier cars 
should 
Just 
m ake 
one 
sim ple 
check. Take any one of the old 
service m anuals and com pare it 
with the new. Instructions for care 
and operation of the Haynes Mod­ 
el 80, published in 1942. runs 86 
pages. It includes everything from 
care of the differential to such de­ 
tails as how to clean the crank­ 
case. By contrast, the 1952 tech­ 
nical service m anual for one of 
the popular m akes m easures one 
solid inch thick. The automatic 
transm ission section 
alone 
runs 
I pages. But that isn’t all. There s 
a separate body m anual running 
almost as voluminous. 
For Future Reference 
It isn t unusual y lth some cars 
to have what is known as an ac­ 
celeration rattle 
after replacing 
the clutch 
disc. 
However,

should disappear after the car is 
. driven ten m iles Of so. 
One owner who had failed to re­ 
store any semblance of shine to 
the finish of his car tried rubbing 
it with polishing compound on the 
theory that he couldn't possibly 
make m atters worse. To his sur­

through The surface had appar­ 
ently been badly clouded with in­ 
appropriate and possibly incorrect­ 
ly applied polishes and sealers. 
When a hot engine refuses to 
re-start, even if the driver opens 
the throttle wide while cranking, 
the indications are that the en 
gine overheats or that the gaso­ 
line Is too volatile. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"How long brake lining will last 


depends on how fast the car tra v ­ 
els, the density of traffic, and the 
skill of the operator. People who 
fail to read the road properly are 
obliged to m ake m any extra stops, 
and usually at too high speed. 
Hilly terrain does not necessarily 
w ear the brakes excessively be­ 
cause drivers are schooled in such 
areas to use the 
lower 
gears 
Brakes get their worse punish­ 
m ent in high speed boulevard tra f­ 
fic where panic stops are quite 
common. The better the tire treads 
the less strain there is on brake 
lining because tires that grip Im­ 
prove braking." 
What’* In A Word 
After m any years of studying 
com plaints about cars I have come 
to be quick to note any little clue 
that m ay be the short route to a 
diagnosis. Sometimes the tip-off is 
a single word. Typical Is the letter 
now on by desk from an owner 
w'ho is plagued with air In the 
braking system . He has gone to a 
lot of trouble trying to be rid of 
this, but I find the answer in the 
statem ent that he has bled off the 
lines "m any" tim es without suc­ 
cess. The clue lies in that word 
"m any." 
If he had been using new fluid 
each tim e he drained the system 
— as would be necessary for a 
proper job — the process woulcf 
be 
rather 
expensive. 
Old 
fluid 
m ay contain air and should not 
be re-used. 
Blowing Up Molehills 
As 
one 
who 
has 
consistently 
used hydraulic valve lifters for 15 
years I fail to become alarm ed 
over the flood of complaints from 
present users. It seem s to m e that 
m any owners are making a moun­ 
tain out of a simple molehill, and 
that the rem edy for lifter noises 
and stlckage is something which 
any car owner with a little expe­ 
rience ought to be able to take 
in his stride. If there is little a t­ 
tention paid to the selection of oil. 
and no consideration for the need 
to keep the oil clean and free of 
organic deposits (gums, varnish) 
the troubles that follow’ should not 
be a surprise. Even valves will 
stick under such conditions. And 
ii is a fact that in many cases the 
lifters are blamed when the trou 
hie is squarely with the valves. 
Car 
dealers 
now' 
use 
special 
lubricants and additives to keep 
the valves and their lifters work­ 
ing normally. There is some dif­ 
ference of opinion here, and much 
additional research is needed, but 
results are being had and th ere’s 
no need for any owner to be com ­ 
plaining about a feature of engine 
design which, when working prop­ 
erly. gives him perfection in tap­ 
pet adjustm ent. 
The Natural Order 
Often m otorists write me to say 
that they are troubled by the dual 
annoyance of tire wear noise as if 
these were 
two separate condi­ 
tions. I think it would help them 


to realize that, 
barring certain 
kinds of tire treads such as snow 
or mud treads, you do not get tire 
noise until there is tire wear. The 
noise follows the wear. 
If water has been leaking into 
the cylinders past a faulty cylin­ 
der head gasket or a crack in the 
head you’ll know it by the way 
the engine cranks. Instead of a 
steady cranking you’ll get a sta rt 
and then 
an 
abrupt 
stop. 
This 
m ay go on in an erratic fashion 
until the engine either gives up 
the ghost or starts with considerable 
steam from 
the exhaust system. 
Resistance to cranking is due to 
the fact that w-hen the piston of a 
water-logged cylinder comes up on 
its compression stroke it m eets 
the w ater and won’t go any further 
until the w ater is forced past the 
rings. 
Risk In Mixing Them 
Car m akers always w arn us but 
somehow the tendency is to for­ 
get the im portance of m arking 
bearing caps when rem oving them . 
Unless they are put back in their 
original positions trouble follows. 
Switching the caps on two m ain 
bearings that looked to be in ex­ 
actly the sam e coftdltion resulted 
in cracking one of them when the 
nuts were draw n up to the re ­ 
quired 90 feet pounds torque. 
What’s Your Trouble? 
Q. I have just had the front end 
re--aligned 
but the 
wheels con­ 
tinue to shim m y. This occurs at 
com paratively low’ speeds. That is, 
under 30 m iles per hour. Shock 
absorbers 
have 
been 
checked. 
L. G. 
A. Have you checked the front 
tires for pressure? One of them 
m ay have a slow leak. Underin­ 
flation is a frequent cause of this 
type of shimmy. 
Q. What would cause brakes to 
chatter badly? Lining is new and 
of good quality. We have tried 
cham ferin g the ends of the lin­ 
ings so that there is smoother en­ 
gagem ent with the drum s 
Wm. 
H. N. 
A. There’s a good chance that 


c o r n e l i a m 


one or two of the brake shoes 
isn’t concentric with its drum. 
Q 
I have been hearing an odd 
noise in my car in the vicinity of 
the floor boards. It could be in 
the clutch. There is some shaking 
felt

Sometimes I think the noise is a 
bearing knock. W. M. B. 
A. This sounds like clutch trou­ 
ble all right. The clutch probably 
will be found not centered in the 
flywheel.

A. I would check the carbure­ 
tor float level next. It may be too 
high. 
Q What would cause the car to 
wander

road? I have had the entire steer­ 
ing system checked over and we 
can ’t find anything loose. J. McB.

A Maybe the steering assem bly 
is so tight that it binds at some 
point. This is a common cause of 
weaving and wandering. 
Q 
I get terrific gear grinding 
when starting in low but never 
hear anything like this in the other 
gears, nor in reverse. A friend of 
m ine thinks this m ust be an in­ 
dication of a bad bearing in the 
transm ission. L. D.. Jr. 
A. Your friend is sending you 
on a detour. You’ll find that the 
low gear is worn. Until you de­ 
cide to have this reparied run no 
more than necessary in low. You’ll 
find you can shift out of low into 
second at a speed lower than you 
usually do.

L suspect this is 
w hat causes lock of perform ance 
and a drop in gas mileage.

ping places specially processed steel 
claws, about 5,000 per tire, even with 
the face of the re-capped tire. W hen 
brakes or power are applied, the 
rubber of the tire flattens out, slight­ 
ly pushing 
the 
tiny steel claw's 
through any slippery road film into 
the road surface. Thus skids are pre­ 
vented and cars can start on ice or 
other slippery surfaces. 
“Penetred” consists of placing ap­ 
proximately six steel coils around 
the tire, inside the thread, and lo­ 
cated Just at its surface. After about 
500 miles of driving the top of the 
coil w’ears off leaving the thousands 
of tiny steel claws in the thread. 
Experiments with the metal coils 
in the re-capped tires. Reel said, 
have proved th at the metal causes 
the tire to run cooler, by removing 
the heat from the center of the 


tire, and prevents punctures, be­ 
cause the steel claws act as an 
“arm or’’ fending off glass, nails ana 
other materials th a t would cut the 
tires.
